Flas At Hawaiian Stamps 


NE of the most notable collec- 
tions of Hawaiian postage stamps 
Ly in the world has been on display 

some time at Honolulu. It is the 
famed Frank C. Atherton collection 
which is regarded as the only complete 
grouping of all major and minor varie- 
ties of the country, the more remarkable 
because Mr. Atherton rushed it to com- 
pletion in eleven years. Money and 
time have not been spared in bringing 
home to Hawaii the choicest examples of 
its early day postage. 

While the collection is studded with 
rarities, one of the outstanding pieces 
is a charred cover which bears the only 
known strip of three 13-cent Missionary 
stamps. The cover was found in a fur- 
nace in New York some years ago and 
although partly burned away is still 
valued at several thousand dollars.

“The first issue of Hawaiian stamps 
consisted of three values, 2-cent, 5-cent 
and 13-cent. There were two types of 
the 13-cent and also two varieties of 
each value and type in the series. The 
stamps of this first issue are popularly 
known as Missionaries, the term arising 
from the fact that nearly all the copies 
which have been found were on corres- 
pondence from missionaries in Hawaii to 
their relatives and friends in the New 
England states and California. The 13- 

ent value of the Missionaries was so lit- 
tle known in Hawaii that 25 years after 
its issue Thomas G. Thrum, publisher 
of the Hawaiian Annual, wrote that he 
doubted the authenticity of such a stamp. 
The Missionaries first appeared on Oct. 
1, 1851. 


“Between 1859 and 1865 stamps some- 
what on the order of the Missionaries 
were struck off. These latter stamps, 
however, lacked the earlier scroll work 
and the central numerals were very much 
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larger than those of the first issue. This 
group is popularly referred to as the 
“numerals.” Due to the slipping or 
shifting of type forms there are a good 
many errors in spelling and omissions. 
The Atherton collection contains the only 
known block of six of the 2-cent light 
blue on bluish white paper (Scott No. 
11, plate 2) and this block served as the 
basis for the plating of that issue. 


ENGRAVED IN BOSTON 


“The first engraved stamps were issued 
in 1853 and consisted of 5-cent and 13- 
cent denominations, both having the por- 
trait of Kamehameha III in the center 
of the design. These stamps took the 
place of the type-set values, referred to 
above as Missionaries. They were print- 
ed in sheets of 20, four across and five 
down. A Boston firm engraved the 
plates. 

“‘Hawaii’s first lithographed stamp was 
a 2-cent value printed in sheets of fif- 
teen in Boston. The central design was 
the bust of Kamehameha IV. The gen- 
eral appearance was crude and unsatis-

The Atherton collection of these 
stamps not only contains all the varie- 
ties but the condition in most cases is 
the finest obtainable. For the display 
in Honolulu it was mounted on card- 
board in a huge steel cabinet behind 
plate glass. Each frame was appropri- 
ately inscribed to identify the varieties.

The long awaited announcement con- 
cerning the 5-cent denominations of the 


-Army and Navy commemoratives finally 


has come through. The stamps will be 
offered for first day sale at the respective 
service academies on Wednesday, May 
26. 

The settled date thus spikes rumors 
that two separate dates would be as- 
signed for the issuance of these adhes- 
ives. 

According to announcement from Post 
Office officials, the stamps will be blue 
in color to conform with the standard 
color charts of the Universal Postal Un- 
ion. Like the other stamps in the series, 
the stamps will measure .88 by 1.44 inch- 
es. 

The 5-cent Army stamp will have for 
its central design a view of the military 
academy at West Point, N. Y., showing 
in the foreground at the left Washing- 
ton Hall, and at the right, the North 
Cadet Barracks. In the upper right 
is the chapel and farther in the distance

Upright panels with white ground at 
each end of the stamp will carry the in- 
scription “United States Postage,” at the 
left and in dark Roman lettering at the 
right, “Five Cents.” Along the base of 
the design will be the words, “United 
States Military Academy,” is solid white 
Gothic. “West Point” is worked in the 
upper part of the central design and di- 
rectly underneath in small dark Gothic 
type is “Duty, Honor, Country.” 

The 5-cent Navy adhesive differs con- 
siderably in design from the Army stamp, 
as a reproduction of the United States 
Naval Academy official seal is the major 
theme of the design. Flanking the seal 
on either side are single uniformed 
cadets, one in the early uniform (the 
left), and the other in present day uni- 
form. The inscriptions on the Navy 
stamp are similar to those found on the 
Army stamp with the exception that the 
motto is lacking, and of course naturally, 
under the circumstances, there is no de 
sign title. 

Collectors desiring first-day cancela- 
tions of the new stamps on May 26 may 
send a limited number of addressed cov- 
ers not in excess of ten to the postmas 
ter, West Point, N. Y., for the Army 
stamp, and a like number for the Navy 
stamp to the postmaster, Annapolis, Md., 
with a cash or postal money order remit- 
tance to cover only the cost of the stamps 
required for affixing. 

The new adhesives will be placed on 
sale at Washington post offices and the 
Philatelic Agency, on Thursday, May 27. 


According to an announcement by 
Harllee Branch, second assistant post- 
master general, Watertown, S. D., will be 
authorized on route AM-26 as soon as 
the airport is in proper condition for the 
operation of the planes used by the air- 
mail contractor. A special cachet will 
be furnished by the postmaster and the 
usual treatment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized. 

Covers should be forwarded to the 
postmaster at Watertown under cover, 
with letter stating that they be held for 
first flight, in order to make prompt dis- 
crimination between business and phi 
latelic mail. 


Writing in The Sunday Star (Wash- 
ington), James Waldo Fawcett states 
that a Boy Scout stamp may be author- 
ized for release during the jamboree here 
next summer. 


The Post Office Department has passed 
on for release the total number of cov- 
ers that were carried on the westbound 
flight from San Francisco, via China 
Clipper, for Macao and Hong Kong. This 
was too late to include in last week’s 
correspondence. 

A total of 59,930 covers were carried 
and broken down into the following des- 
tinations:

with a smooth surface though it elevates 
to about 1,000 feet at certain places. The 
climate is generally hot, but not un- 
healthy. The trade of Curacao is, to a 
very great extent, with the United States. 

Here, also, a haven has been found 
by numerous escaping or exiled Vene- 
zuelans who have striven to raise the 
standard of revolt in their nearby re- 
public. 

It was Amerigo Vespucci who discov- 
ered Curacao in 1499, then ruled by a 
race of giant Indians, now extinct! 

Curacao is about forty miles long, and 
varies in width, three to seven miles. 
Here the language usually spoken, cur- 
iously enough, is English (in the capital 
city mostly) though Dutch is official and 
the natives have a dialect composed of 
all the languages, and called Papia 
mento. 

The Curacao stamps serve the other 
isles of the Dutch West Indian group. 
These other islands are Bonarie (Buen 
Ayre, it is called), Oruba, half of St. 
Martin (the other half is French), Sta- 
tia, and Saba. While Curacao in square 
miles is two hundred and ten, Saba is 
the smallest, being five square miles in 
area. Oruba and Bonaire are about 
thirty miles from Curacao. 

Saba is a volcanic pinnacle whose only 
real town, “Bottom” was named be- 
cause it is at the base of a crater! The 
isle has no harbor, and Saba was fa- 
cetiously named “Napoleon’s cocked-hat”’ 
because it seemed to bear a resemblance 
in shape. 

Statia, as it is called, is officially Saint 
Eustatius, seven miles square and, like 
Saba, in the island-group of the Virgins 
which otherwise are divided between 
England and America. It was from this 
isle that the first U. S. flag, flown on a 
U. S. vessel, was given an official salute 
for the first time at sea (Nov. 1776). 
Twenty thousand people once lived here; 
now there are only about less than two 
thousand people. Yet “Statia” has one 
of the most healthful of climates in all 
the world, ’tis told. 

St. Martin is also in the Virgin Island 
group, half being Dutch, the other part 
French-owned. The Dutch area is sev- 
enteen square miles. The striking fea- 
tures of the Dutch Martin half, say the 
guidebooks, are the conical-shape hills 
of the isle, where springs originate and 
forests grow. The Dutch half is the 
south end of this island which measures 
altogether thirty-eight square miles. The 
Dutch St. Martin boasts of around 3,500 
people who cultivate the ground, produce 
salt, and fish. 

Such are the Dutch West Indies 
which, excepting Curacao, actually are 
small and do not amount to a very great 
deal, so that Curacao postage serves for 
all. 


Swaziland Covers 

The post office at Mbabane, Swazi- 
land, will be open but one hour on 
Coronation day, the Philatelic Maga- 
zine (London) reports. The magazine 
says that a newspaper in the South Afri- 
can colony has been requested to handle 
some 28,000 first day covers for foreign 
collectors and that the paper has no 
intention of doing so. Other residents 
of the colony have been overwhelmed 
by covers to post.

G BE HOT plateau that is South West 
an, Africa is the home of strange 

creatures, monstrosities of the vege- 
table kingdom, humanity in the rough 
and modern civilization all wonderfully 
blended into a country that is at once 
charming and awe inspiring. 





The 1931 pictorial issue of this Union 
of South Africa state is a veritable tour 
of the former German colony. The 
Gom-pau, a local species of bustard, 
that loves the desolate, open spaces, 
starts off the series as the central fig- 
ure on the 14-d. 





The 1d) design is the promontory 
sighted by Bartholomew Diaz, whose 
ship is seen in the background. The 
cross in the foreground is one of those 
the Portuguese erected on newly dis- 
covered territory to indicate possession. 
There is no record that Diaz ever ac- 
tually landed at Cape Cross as this 
picture might indicate. The side panels 
portray drawings as made by the na- 
tive bushmen. 





A natural erosion of rock at Bogenfels, 
a town about eight miles south of Lu- 
deritz Bay, where Diaz landed, is shown 
on the 2d value.

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The 3d stamps feature the govern- 
ment buildings at Windhoek, the ad- 
ministrative center of the state. The 
town is high up on the plateau and 
while its population is approximately 15,- 
000 is the largest community in the 
territory. 





Waterberg, some 150 miles to the 
north of Windhoek, is seen on the 4d 
value. 





Diamonds lie behind the picture on 
the 6d stamps. Here is seen Luderitz 
Bay, the landfall of Diaz and called by 
him “Angra Pequena.’’ Diamonds were 
found at this point in 1908 and mining 
of the gems has become an important 
industry.

A tree that never grew up is seen on 
the 10c denomination. It is called the 
Welwitschia plant, a monstrosity of the 
vegetable world. Dr. Welwitschia, the 
explorer, discovered the plant in 1860, 
While resembling a tree it fails to 
reach maturity because of lack of mois 
ture and seldom rises more than a few 
inches above the ground although the 
trunk often is a foot thick and the 
leaves several feet in length. It never 
loses its first seed leaves which other 
trees early discard. 





The final design of the series shows 
Okuwahakan Falls on the River Kun- 
ene, which forms the northern boun- 
dary of the state.

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Centenary Stamps of New 
South Wales 


HE year 1888 was a noteworthy 

one in the British colony of 

New South Wales, one of the 

7 several prospering outposts of the 

empire in the South Pacific. Not only 

was the 100th anniversary of the birth 

of the colony to be observed with page- 

ants, statue unveiling and ceremonies 

of variety, but the post office department 

had conducted a competition for new 

postage stamp designs and these new 

adhesives were to be released, one at a 
time, in honor of the centennial. 





The competition was a keen one with 
some 250 men and women of artistic 
ability submitting more than 950 designs. 
The post office department found the 
task of selecting eight first prize and a 
like number of second award designs 
an almost impossible task. The selections 
were finally completed and it was found 
that M. Tannenberg had been awarded 
three first honors and four second prizes, 
almost earning an honorary fatherhood of 
the New South Wales centennial stamps. 


SOME SUBSTITUTIONS 


Tannenberg’s view of Sydney from 
Mossman’s Bay was adopted as the de- 
sign for the 1d value. It was placed on 
sale July 9, 1888. 

A Miss Devine was the winner in the 
competition for a 2d design but her por- 
trait of Lord Carrington, early governor 
of the colony, was not used by the post 
office department. She substituted the 
emu design featuring, in the corners, ber- 
ries of the lilly-pilly, corea or native 
fuchsia and sprays of wattle. The stamp 
was first sold on Sept. 1, 1888. 


A portrait of Captain Cook by H. A. 
Barraclough was selected as the central 
design of the 4d denomination. On the 
breast of the explorer is seen the coat of 
arms of the colony flanked by an emu 
and a kangaroo. First day sale was Sept. 
8, 1888. 

Tannenberg designed the 6d stamp. 
Combined with a medallion portrait of 
Queen Victoria was the Southern Cross, 
the colony’s coat of arms and the wara- 
tah, wattle blossoms, eucalyptus, ferns 
and heath, all Australian flowers. The 
Stamps were released Nov. 26, 1888. 

The same artist took the prize for the 
8d competition but his design was not 
adopted for postal use. It was a medal- 
lion portrait of the queen surrounded by 
Native roses with a view of Sydney be- 
neath the medallion. Miss Devine drew 
the lyre bird which appeared on the 8d 
Stamp. The native flowers—waratah and 





honeysuckle—were incorporated in the 
design. Sale date was Jan. 17, 1889.

Into our office here 
the other afternoon 
came a gentleman of 
our acquaintance who has lately been in 
Mexico. He came in to ask for an opin- 
ion upon a stamp which he purchased on 
his trip and which, he was beginning to 
believe, might be very valuable. It was 
a 90-cent United States of the 1861 ser- 
ies, of which there were two issues. The 
first 90-center catalogues at $2,500, listed 
only in mint condition, and the second 
stands at $50 and $15. There are mi 
nute differences in the engraving and dif 
ferent papers were employed. 

Information supplied by the Standard 
Catalogue was insufficient for identifica- 
tion in this instance as our friend’s stamp 
was canceled in such a way as to oblit- 
erate the upper part of the design. But 
John Luff’s book saved the day even if 
it did disappoint the hopeful collector. 
The stamp was of the cheaper variety. 

Elsewhere in the magazine is informa 
tion which should be helpful to many 
collectors in spotting differences between 
the 1861 90-centers. 


LET’S TAX OUR The buying of post- 
POCKETBOOKS age stamps for col- 

lecting purposes, so 
far as most of us are concerned, is a 
rather harum scarum business. We buy 
when we can spare the money, we wish 
we could buy when our pockets are 
empty or when major obligations have 
first call on the cash we have. It should 
not be so difficult to establish a system 
of buying just as we budget so much 
per week for the grocer. 


Taxing has been a popular sport in 
this country for some years. We offer 
feeble objections and go right on pay- 
ing dozens of taxes. Even the state 
sales taxes which compel us to carry 
either a pocket full of pennies or an 
accumulation of cardboard or metal 
slugs has not brought the masses into 
opposition worth a whoop in a rain 
barrel. So let’s tax ourselves once more 
and pretend the big, bad government 
is doing it. Let’s impose a stamp tax 
on the week’s income, as big or as small 
as we can stand comfortably, and de- 
termine that we will create a little 
fund that will enable us to buy any 
stamps that promise to bring us pleas- 
ure.

Scarce, Still Cheap 


Scarcity does not necessarily govern 
the price of a postage stamp else one 
would not be able to purchase the 
Bechuanaland provisional of 1889 for a 
$20 banknote. The Standard Catalogue 
prices this extremely scarce stamp at 
that price for either a mint or used 
copy and, evidently, the demand is not 
great. 

But 700 copies of this stamp were 
printed and for some years the item was 
not catalogued in used condition. Whit- 
field King and Company, English deal- 
ers, exhibited a used copy as a novelty 
at the London Philatelic Exposition in

Extra Large Pane 





A pane of the current 1 cent stamp 
containing 103 copies is a novel item in 
the possession of E. J. Rudolph, Cin- 
cinnati, O. Mr. Rudolph sends a photo- 
graph of the sheet to Linn’s as substan- 
tiation of his story. 

The pane escaped from the bureau of 
engraving and printing with the three 
extra copies of the stamp appended at 
the top beyond the gutter. Just how 
the separation of the panes was accom- 
plished in this manner is anybody’s guess 
but it seems probable that a fold in the 
sheet was somehow responsible. The 





position of the pane is lower left. 
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Do you know that the Cairo Postal 
Union Convention of March 1934 ruled 
that all postage stamps should bear “in 
Latin characters as far as possible, indi- 
cation of the country of origin’? Great 
Britain. however, though a member of 
the postal union, has never followed 
this, nor ratified the ruling.
